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WORLD  MEAT  PRODUCTION  SETS      ^  ^  ^ 
NEW  RECORD  IN  I969 

In  response  to  continued  growth  in  world  demand  for  red  meat  and  meat  products, 
world  meat  supplies  continued  to  expand  in  1969.    Total  red  meat  production 
reached  a  new  high  of  130.1  "billion  pounds  in  1969 — 17.8  percent  above  the 
1961-65  average,  and  0.6  percent  above  the  previous  year.    With  the  exception 
of  Eastern  Europe,  the  USSR,  and  North  America,  all  of  the  geographic  regions 
recorded  increases  in  total  red  meat  production  in  1969.    From  year  earlier 
levels,  total  red  meat  production  was  down  0.2  percent  in  Eastern  Europe,  0.1 
percent  in  the  USSR,  and  0.03  percent  in  North  America. 

Beef  and  veal  was  the  only  category  of  total  meats  to  show  a  percentage  gain  from 
1968.    The  largest  absolute  decline  was  recorded  for  lamb,  mutton,  and  goat 
meat  which  was  down  126  million  pounds  or  l.k  percent  from  1968.    Compared  with 
the  1961-65  average,  beef  and  veal  production  has  shown  the  greatest  increase 
and,  as  a  result,  it  constitutes  an  increasing  proportion  of  total  red  meat 
production.    Beef  and  veal  accounted  for  52.0  percent  of  total  red  meat  produc- 
tion during  1961-65,  but  increased  to  53.9  percent  in  1969.    During  the  same 
period,  pork  declined  from  39.  ^  percent  to  38.6  percent  and  mutton,  lamb,  and 
goat  meat  fell  from  7.9  percent  to  7.0  percent.    Horsemeat  continues  to  account 
for  less  than  1.0  percent  of  total  red  meat  production. 

World  meat  production  in  1970  is  expected  to  exceed  the  1969  level  but  the 
growth  rate  is  expected  to  be  slower  than  the  3.7  percent  average  during 
1966*68.    Again,  beef  and  veal  will  account  for  most  of  the  gain  in  1970. 
Although  world  cattle  numbers  are  up  only  slightly  in  1970,  beef  cattle 
numbers  accounted  for  a  greater  proportion  of  the  total  as  dairy  cattle  numbers 
continued  their  downward  trend.    World  pork  production  is  expected  to  increase 
in  1970  as  hog  numbers  increased  slightly  from  1969  to  1970.    Lamb,  mutton  and 
goat  meat  production  is  expected  to  be  down  somewhat  in  1970.

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Beef  and  veal.    World  beef  and  veal  production  totaled  70.1  billion  pounds  in 
1969.    This  was  l.k  percent  above  the  1968  output  and  22.0  percent  above  the 
1961-65  average.    The  largest  percentage  increases  occurred  in  Asia  and 
Africa  (7.1  percent)  and  Oceania  (k.Q  percent).    All  other  areas  showed 
increases  over  their  1968  levels. 

Beef  production  in  Africa  and  Asia  totaled  1.9  billion  pounds  in  I969--UP  7.1 
percent  from  1968.    Most  of  the  increase  occurred  in  Japan  where  beef  produc- 
tion totaled  h^h  million  pounds--up  3*+  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Japan's 
increase  is  attributed  to  a  heavier  slaughter  of  Holstein  steers  and  old  dairy- 
cows  in  the  second  half  of  1969. 

Beef  production  in  0ceania--a  major  beef  exporting  area--was  up  k.Q  percent  in 
1969.    Both  Australia  and  New  Zealand  showed  increases  over  their  1968  pro- 
duction levels.    Beef  outout  in  Argentina- -the  world's  largest  exporter--was 
up  8.0  percent  in  1968  and  was  23.4  percent  above  the  I96I-65  average.  In 
the  United  States --the  major  beef  producer  and  importer- -production  was  up  1.1 
percent  from  1968  and  was  22.3  percent  above  the  1961-65  average. 

Pork,    World  pork  production  totaled  50.2  billion  pounds  in  1 '969- -down 
slightly  from  the  year  earlier  level,  but  15.5  percent  above  the  I96I-65 
average.    The  largest  absolute  decrease  was  recorded  in  North  America  where 
production  at  lk.6  billion  pounds  was  down  1.3  percent.     Only  three  areas 
showed  increases  in  pork  production  over  their  year  earlier  levels:  Western 
Europe,  Africa-  and  Asia,  and  Oceania. 

In  Denmark--the  world's  major  pork  exporter- -production  was  down  5-3  percent, 
but  was  more  than  offset  by  increased  production  in  the  United  Kingdom  which 
was  up  7.4  percent  from  1968.    In  the  United  States --the  largest  pork  pro- 
ducer- -production  was  down  0.9  percent  in  1969. 

Lamb,  mutton,  and  goat.    Production  of  lamb,  mutton,  and  goat  meats  totaled 
9.1  billion  pounds  in  1969- -down  l.h  percent  from  1968,  but  still  h.5  percent 
above  the  1961-65  average.    In  1969,  only  the  EC,  Africa  and  Asia,  and 
Oceania  showed  increases  over  their  previous  year's  total.     The  largest 
decline  occurred  in  other  Western  Europe  countries  where  production  at  1.1 
billion  pounds  was  down  8.5  percent  from  1968.    The  largest  decline  in  this 
area  occurred  in  the  United  Kingdom- -the  largest  importer  of  mutton,  lamb, 
and  goat  meat --where  production  fell  from  5^3  million  pounds  in  1968  to  ^53 
million  in  1969.    In  Oceania,  where  New  Zealand  and  Australia  are  the  world's 
largest  exporters  of  mutton,  lamb,  and  goat  meat,  production  at  2.7  billion 
pounds  was  virtually  unchanged  from  year  earlier  levels.
